Sweeping Evacuation Or- 
der Issued by District 
Authorities in Effort To 
‘Clear Expeditionary 
Force From Washington 


HINT OF TROUBLE 
FOLLOWS DECREE 


Must Return All Guard 
Property by August 1 
and Get Off Public Prop- 

erty by August 4. 


WASHINGTON, July 21.—(P)}—A 
‘gweeping evacuation order directed 
against the bonus marchers today by 
the commissioners of the District of 
Columbia gave the veterans fwo weeks 
to vacate virtually every building and 
vacant lot now occupied by the army. 

By tomorrow night all government 
buildings occupied within Washington 
and all private buildings taken by the 
men without consent of owners must 
be emptied. By August 1 all tents 
and rolling kitchens borrowed from 
the national guard must be returned. 
By August 4 all public property must 
be vacated.. 

The order, addressed to the super- 
intendent of police, Pelham D. Glass- 
ford, said: 

*“*You will see that the meinbers of 
the bonus expeditionary force are no- 
tified of fhe above in order that they 
may not rest under the belief that they 
will be permitted to remain in their 
present unsanitary locations through- 


out the summer. 
“No Exceptions.” 

“While great latitude bas heretofore 
been allowed with reference to the en- 
forcement of regulations and  ordi- 
nances... after the times fixed above 
you will make no exceptions jn their 
enforcement in the case of the bonus 
marchers.” 

If the orders are fully carried out, 
apparently it will mean the end of the 
bonus army which has been quartered 
on Washington since early June— 
since before the house voted payment 
of the bonus only to have the senate 
kill the plan. 

More than 5,000 of the veierans are 
believed still in the scattered ram- 
shackle camps, but hardly any are on 
grounds not covered by today's order. 
At one time they housed approximate- 
-ly 20,000 men. 

Walter W. Waters, commander-in- 
chief of the principal branch of the 
‘army, was not disposed to accept the 
edict as the end of the extraordinary 
expedition.

Ousted Cabinet Members 
To Lay Case Before Von 
Hindenburg. 


BERLIN, July 21.—(4)—Dictator- 
ship gripped the state of Prussia with 
a hand of iron oday and, although 
there were stirrings of opposition, it 
appeared the people would wait peace- 
ably for the reichstag elections July 
31 to voice their opinions. 

In Berlin and the province of Bran- 
denburg, both under martial law, busi- 
ness went on as usual while Chan- 
cellor Franz Von Papen, self-appoint- 
ed federal commissioner of the state, 
presided .over the first session of the 
new Prussian cabinet, - - 


Meanwhile the ousted members of 
the old cabinet held a meeting of their 
own to formulate a formal protest 
against their dismissal te be laid be- 
fore President Von Hindenburg. 

It was announced that on nly 31 
the supreme court at Leipsic will hear 
the charge of the deposed Prussian 
ministry that the federal government 
acted unconstitutionally in appoint- 
ing’ Chancellor Von Papen federal com- 
missioner in charge of the state with 
dictatorial powers. 

Bavaria joined Prussia in that pro- 
test. Baden, not questioning the right 
of the reich to appoint a commission- 
er, filed a telegraphic complaint with 
the court against the ousting of the 
Prussian minister. 

In Essen the social democratic bloc 
lined up with the opposition by re- 
fusing to sanction a leave of absence 
for Mayor Franz Bracht, who is serv- 
ing as Von Papen’s deputy in the 
Prussian dictatorship. 

The eyes of Germany were on the 
south, where the states are violently 
opposed to the seizure of Prussian 
power by the reih, fearing that it sets 
a dangerous precedent undermining 
the authority of the state. 

General Gerd Von Rundstedt, who 
was placed in charge of Berlin and 
Brandenburg under the martial law or- 
der,. gave assurances to the press that 
he would not interfere with the elec- 
tion campaign 


activity. 

General Von  Rundstedt issued a 
warning that imprisonment awaited 
persons suspected of any crime com- 
mitted with lethal weapons. The same 
goes for those who carry arms with- 
out a permit or conceal arms when 
being searched. 
| Dmring the day 150 communists 
were -arrested for distributing hand- 
‘bills calling for a general strike in 
protest against the Prussian dictator- 
ship. A number of communist meetings 
scheduled for today and tomorrow 
were forbidden by the -police. 


Grandi Is Appointed 


ROME, July 21.—(4)}—Dino Grandi 
Was appointed today as the Italian 
ambassador to Great Britain. 

Official announcement “of the —ap- 
pointment was made at the foreign 
office which Premier Mussolini took 
over. yesterday in a general reorgani- 
zation of the cabinet. 

Signor Grandi, who relinquished the 
foreign ministry to his chief, started 
on a month's racation this afternoon. 


CANADA’ OPPOSES 
ISOLATION POLICY 
IN BRITISH EMPIRE 


Bennett Offers To Lower 
Tariff Walls for Britain 
But Refuses To Discrim- 
inate in Move. 


OTTAWA, July 21.—(4)—Canada 
struck into the heart of the problem 


its opening session today by proposing 
to lower her own tariff walls for Brit- 
ish empire products, if the empire 
would do the same for her exports. 

But through her premier, R. B. 
Bennett, she warned that there should 
be no preferences that would isolate 
the British empire: from the rest of 
the world, 

This qualification was particularly 
significant since 70 per cent of British 
empire trade in the past has gone to 
foreign countries. American interests 
were vitally involved because the 
United States in 1929 got a major 
share of the commerce of the British 
dominions. 

The Canadian premier’s proposal 
followed close upon an impressive 
opening ceremony which began with 
carillon bells and booming guns an- 
nouncing the arrival of Lord Bess- 
borough, governor-general of Canada, 
at 11 a, m. 

King’s Message. 

Accompanied by Premier Bennett, 
the governor-general ascended the 
speaker's dais and read a message 
from King George, urging co-opera- 
tion since “the British empire is based 
on the principle.of co-operation.” 

Stanley Baldwin, of Great Britain, 
next proposed the election of Mr. Ben- 
nett as permanent chairman, and, 
acconsied hy Stanley Bruce, of Aus- 

tralia, the motion was carried unani-

The Canadian premier’s first aet 
was to propose the customary mes- 
sage of loyalty to the king. The dele- 
gates rose to unanimously adopt a 
previously prepared motion—a mo- 
tion which incidentally did not include 
the word “loyalty.” 

The Irish Free Staters, whose dail 
eireann recently voted to abolish the 
oath to the king, stood with the other 
delegations, 

In moving the election of Mr, Ben- 
nett, the head of the British delega- 
tion stated the purpose of the con- 
ference, echoing the idea of pera- 
tion voiced by the king. He sf the 
conference marks a crossroad. 

“One leads to the development of 
purely national interest,” he said, 
“and the other to closer imperial 
unity.” 

More Opportunities. 

Alluding to the faet that  prefer- 
ences were already in force, the Brit- 
ish cabinet member said the oppor- 
tunities in this direction were by no 
means exhausted. 

The first indorsement of the Cana- 
dian plan came from Premier Bruce, 
who added Australia also favored es- 
tablishment of a monetary policy to 
restore prices and confidence. 

Then came New Zealand with qual- 
ified approval and, through J, 
Coates, the head of her delegation, she 
in certain cases to in- 
crease tariffs on foreign goods. 

Speaking for the Irish Free State, 
Sean T. O’Kelly declared his country 
was willing to co-operate but said 
that Free State acceptance of general 
principles of economic relationship 
must be governed by the degree to 
which they serve the interests of the 
people of the Free State. 

Apparently O'Kelly referred to the 
current tariff war between Great Brit- 
ain and the Free State which was 
started after Ireland had withheld 
land annuities due in London. Great 
Britain. retaliated by imposing a 20 
per cent general tariff, and the dail 
eireann retorted in kind. Its tariff

Are Approved by I. C.C. 


Commission Creates 


Independent System 


Around Delaware and Hudson, Shifts

“WASHINGTON, July 21.—()— 
The four great eastern trunk line rail- 


roads today were granted the right to 


consolidate most of the eastern ear- 
riers into four systems but not exact- 
ly in the form or under the condi- 
tions they desired, 

The interstate commerce commis- 
sidn, modifying its own consolidation 
lan of 1929, broke up the Wabash- 
ea board system ; created a new inde- 
pendent system around the Delaware 
and Hudson; and in various ways 
changed about the plan proposed by 
the roads, 

It barred the Pennsylvania _rail- 
road from direct entry into New Eng- 
ljand and forbade that system's being 
consolidated under the approved plan 
until all holdings of the company and 
its subsidiaries, the Pennroad Cor. 
poration, in New England railroads 
are sold or placed in the hands of 
trustees. 

Two Clayton anti-trust decisions 
were abrogated, the: Pennsylvania be. 
ing authorized to absorb the Wabasb 
Railway and the Baltimore & Ohio 
and the Western Maryland. 

It took away from the Baltimore 
& Ohio the one-half interest original- 


ply allocated to it in the Chicago, In 
dianapolis & Wouisville railroad, the 
Monon, and left the line with its pres- 
ent owners, the Louisville and Nash 
ville (part of the Atlantic Coast Line 


system), and the Southern Railway 
System. The Baltimore & Ohio had 
sought complete control. 

What the effect of the modified ap- 
proval will have, none could = say 
Executives of the four systems, the 
Baltimore & Ohio, Pennsylvania, New 
York Central and Chesapeake & 
Ohio—who broached the plan on Octo 
ber 1 last, stated at hearings last 
winter that unless the scheme . was 
approved without change the plan 
would fall through. Since that time 
business conditions have changed so 
that no one today could predict the 
‘Outcome, 

The decision lops off one branch 
of the Delaware, Lackawanua & 
Western and gives it to the Chesa- 
peake & Ohio so that road can reach 
Syracuse and Oswego, N. 
Chenango Forks, N. Y. The 
York Central is given all the rest of 
the line, but the Chesapeake & Ohio

Both Congreasman Charles. R. Crlep 
and Governor Richard B, Russell Jr. 
were driving hard Thursday ‘in their 
race for the seat in the United States 
senate held by the late Senator Wil- 
liam J. Harris. 

The third district congressman, aft- 
er a speech at Americus Wednesday, 
continued his speaking campaign at 
Bainbridge’ Thursday morning and 
Thursday night spoke té a crowd as- 
sembled in the Thomasville stadium. 
Today he speaks at Quitman and to- 
night at Valdosta, 

Governor Russell spoke ‘Thursday 
afternoon at 3 o'clock at Gainesville 
aud then went on to White Sulphur 
Springs, a few miles northwest, to 
attend the dinner given by the Gaines- 
ville bar to Court of Appeals Judge 
I. H. Sutton and Superior Court 
Judge B. P. Gaillard Jr. 

Both at Bainbridge and Thomasville 
Goretnor Crisp said that state, instead 
of federal taxes are crushing the 
people of Georgia. 

“If,” he said, “I am to blame for 
what has happened in congress for the 
past ten years Governor Russell, who 
has been a member of the legislature 
that long, must accept blame for what 


has happened in the state administra- 


tion.” 

Governor Russell, speaking at 
Gainesville Thursday afternoon, made. 
his first reply to questions asked by 
Congressman Crisp about his support 
of the democratic ticket in 1928. 


Crisp, in his first personal appear-| 


ance speech at the Americus home- 
coming celebration Wednesday, de- 
clared that he spoke for the demo- 
cratic ticket in 1928 and that his 
county went for Smith and Robinson. 
Pointing out that the governor's home 
county went republican, the congress- 
man asked what Russell did to sup- 
port the nominees, 

“I voted and supported the demo- 
cratic ticket in 1928 from top to bot- 
tom,” the overnor said in his Gaines- 
ville speech, “just as I have always 
done since I cast my first ballot, but 
I join with Goovernor. Roosevelt in 
welcoming all republicans into the 
democratic party this fall and will he 
glad to have the vote of every man 
who will support the national demo- 
cratic ticket this year, whether he 
voted for Hoover or Smith in 1928,”

OPPRESSIVE HEAT 


GUNTINUES TODAY 


Atlanta Records High of 
94; Torrid Wave Reveals 
No Sign of Relief. | 


"With 12 tape of ‘90-déxres ahd ‘above 

weather behind Atlanta, the city again 
today faces more heat, with no hope in 
sight for a break, is the forecast of. Ar- 
thur H. Scott, meteordlogist.. The of- 
ficial forecast for today reads “‘still 
fair and warm.” 

The mercury started off well enough 
Thursday with 75 degrees for its low 


reading but by 2:30 o'clock in the aft- 
ernoon had elimbed to 93.3 degrees and 
a few minutes after 3 o'clock had 
reached a maximum for the day of 94 
degrees. This was two degrees higher 
than the day before and four higher 
than Tuesday. 

Today's -high temperature is slated 
to reach 94 degrees-again, Scott de- 
clared, with a minimum of 75 or 76 
degrees. 

Ironically enough, while Atlanta 
suffered beneath oppressive heat freez- 
ing temperatures were just.three miles 
away—straight. This was found to be 
‘the case early Thursday morning when 
Lieutenant L. H. Meyer, marine corps 
reserve pilot, formerly of Great Lakes, 
Ill., took to the air for the first ma- 
tutinal flight to be made under con- 
tract with the local weather bureau. 
The new system takes a pilot aloft 
daily to a level of 17, feet, or 
3.24 miles. above the ground, where 
weather .observations are made at 
dawn, The temperature Thursday 
morning in the high altitudes was 18 
egrees, 

The new system supplants the old 
system of flying kites with instrn- 
‘ments attached and an aero-meteoro- 
graph which takes automatic readings 
is attached to the plane. Pressure of 
the air, temperature and humidity are 
all recorded and used both by the loc#il 
bureau and the weather bureau of the 
flying field. Though Lieutenant Meyer 
is to do the flying, the work. will be 
in charge of Victor W. Randecker, 
also an ex-navy man. 


TRAGEDY, HUMAN MINGLE 

AS HEAT DEATH TOLL RISES 

CHICAGO, July 21.—(UP)—Traz- 
edy was mingled with humor tonight 
as millions of people sweltered through 
the 12th day of a killing heat wave 
which threatened to become as serious 
as the national catastrophe which 
claimed 1,500 lives in 1930. 

On the side of tragedy, there was 
the rapidly mounting toll of deaths 
attributable directly or indirectly to 
the heat. A conservative estimate 
placed the number at more than 250 
in 30. states. 

By official count. the number in 
Chicago was 93 these, 31 were. 
»by drowning and 62 from heat prostra- 
tion. 

The 31 drownings ineluded four per- 
sons who committed suicide because 
the excessive heat unbalanced their

Bolivia Declares State of | 
Seige in Area Disputed 
With Paraguay. 


LA PAZ, Bolivia, July 21.—(UP) 
The Bolivian government, enthusias- 
tically supported by the populace and 
the army, declared a state of siege to- 
day because the Gran Chaco frontier 
conflict with Paraguay is viewed as 
“armed aggression which may com- 
promise the national peace.’ 

Simultaneously, the government or- 
dered its delegates to retire from the 
Washington conference for a non- 
aggression pact between the two con- 
tending natiéns. The situation was 
tense. 

The action of the government, grow- 
ing out of armed conflict at ports in 
the disputed Gran Chaco. territory, 
spread high excitement and patriotic 
enthusiasm in the Bolivian republic, 
whose 3,100,000 residents are scat- 
tered from the high mountainous La 
Paz region adjoining Chile and Peru, 
to the frontiers of Brasil and the Ar- 
gentine on the east and south. 

Paraguay, with a population of only 
900,000, lies between Brazil and Ar- 
gentina, with the controversial Gran 
Chaco jungle of 100,000 square miles 
separating,it from Bolivia. 

The attitude of the Bolivian popv- 
dation indicated they believed war was 
threatened as the climax of the fron- 
tier quarrel which three years ago 
threatened to plunge the two little 
republics into turmoil. Even two 
Americans, Dr, James Price and Dr. 
Frank S. Beck, volunteered their serv- 
ices in the wave of war enthusiasm 
which swept over the country, bring- 
ing thousands of youths to ‘the mili- 
tary camps and prompted many women 
to volunteer for Red Cross service. 

Dr. Price enlisted in the military 
sanitation corps. His action was ap- 
plauded by the press, which said many 
foreigners were offering to join the 
army technical services. Dr. Beck 
arranged a series of studies on pri- 
mary medical treatment for submis- 
sion to the Red Cross, 

Many manifestations continued, the 
largest occurring in La Paz. Work- 
ers paraded expressing confidence in 
the cabinet’s action, and two large 
group of students demonstrated in 
the streets. 

At: Potosi youths gathered at the 
garrisons and demanded immediate en- 
try into the army. Newspapers were 
filled with reports on the government's 
preparatory measures and the Gran 
Chaco clashes. ® 

Hundreds. of offers of foodstuffs 
and supplies were made. Officers of 
the Camacho and Abaroa regiments 
at Oruro announced they would fore- 
go their salaries for the duration of 
the “war” and would require only a 
ration of bread and tobacco. 

. The cabinet, meeting with President 
Dr. Daniel Salamanca, approved a de- 
cree saying: “In view of the com- 
plications which may compromise the 
national peace and in view of the 
armed aggression in the southeast, it 
being urgent to adopt measures of ex- 
traordinary character, the cabinet de- 
erees a state of siege throughout the

The Paraguayan delegates were with- 
drawn several days ago, but upon the 
urgent pleas of neutral states, were 
ordered to halt in New York pending 
further instructions.

According to the report of the 
Georgia department of public wel- 
fare, the commitments to county 
jails during 19314 reeorded an in- 
crease of 7 per cent over 1930— 
the: commitments representing a 
total of 19 out of every 1,000 of 
population in the state. 


Of the total of 55,763 commit- 
ments, 1,204 were children, an in- 
crease of 49 per cent over the pre- 
ceding year. 


A still mofe significant increase 
is that in white prisoners. While 
both white and negro” groups 
showed a gain, the increase in 
whites was 10 per cent against a 5 
per cent growth in the negro popu- 
lation of our jails.

morning, the veteran congressman had- 


said : 

“If I am responsible for everything 
that has happened in congress the 
past 10 years, as my opponent ‘says, 

‘then he must accept blame for what 
has happened in the state administra- 
tion for a similar period beCause he 
has been connected with the legisla- 
ture that long.” Crisp was introduced 
at Bainbridge by Maston O'Neal, at- 
torney. 

Introduced here tonight by Louis 8. 
Moore, attorney and prominent mem- 
ber of the Thomasville post of the 
Americah Legion, frien spoke to a 
large audience in the Thomasville sta- 
dium. Amplifiers had been arranged 
to carry his voice over the stadium. 

He said the federal government paid 
out in the state of Georgia during the 
fiscal year ending June 30, 1931, over 
$45,000,000 while the people of the 
state paid in taxes to the federal 
treasury slightly less than $6,000,000. 

Scores Russell Levy. 

Speaking of Governor Richard B. 
Russell Jr., his opponent in the sena- 
torial race, Congressman Crisp | said 
that the Russell gasoline tax “was 
costing the people more than the fed- 
eral tax on electric energy, “adding 
that Governor Russell was the author 
of the bill which raised the gasoline 
tax from four to six cents a gallon, 

“Every time you get one gallon of 
gasoline you pay nine cents tax,’ he 
continued, “and the average user of 
electricity will only pay this. much 
tax in one month. The tax on 10 gal- 
lons of gasoline amounts to 60 cents 
and the users of electricity will pay 
this much in six months.” 

In Bainbridge this morning, where 
Mr. Crisp spoke, a number of the lis- 
teners came from Seminole county. 

“I have long cherished a desire to 
serve the people of Georgia in the 
senate and if you think my record 
merits my nomination [ will appre- 
ciate your votes, but if you want a 
man in the senate who is looking only 
to his political future, I am not the 
man,’ Crisp said here. 

Has Long Experience. 

He said that he would go into the 
senate with experience in legislative 
affairs; that he was acquainted with 
practically all of its members, and 
this acquaintance would be valuable 
to the people of the state. 

Crisp pointed to the recent state- 
ment of the census bureau which 
showed that the cost of operation of 
the government of Georgia had_in- 
creased from $7.06 in 1930 to $7.29 in 
1931, despite thé boast of his oppo- 
nent that reorganization of ‘the state 
government was designed to reduce 
expenditures. 

He launched into an explanation 
of the 3 per cent tax on electricity 
and said that while the bill bore his 
name as acting chairman of the ways 
and means committee, it was not of 
his making; that he only approved it 
when it became necessary to consider 
the future of the country.

Defensive Card Counting | 


In a recent article, I discussed the 
value to the Declarer of obtaining an 


accurate count of the distribution of 
suits adversely held. The defending 
players may also turn this knowledge 
to their advantage and sometimes de- 
feat contracts that seem certain of 
success, if they will but pause in the 
play long enough to reason from the 
known to the unknown, and deter- 
mine the distribution of suits in the 
various hands. As a starting point, 
every player has available the infor- 
mation disclosed by the Opening lead, 
the cards in his own hand and those 
exposed in the Dummy. Each subse- 
quent play reduces the element of the 
unknown, and thus makes the reason- 
ing more scientific and more exact. 

An example of how a game con- 
tract in no-trump was defeated by 
accurate card count ‘on the part of 
one of the defending players is given 
below : , | 

South—Dealer. :

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trump, played by South, and West's 
Opening lead was the 2 of hearts. 
This lead probably marked his heart 
suit as of four cards in length. Three 
hearts appeared in the Dummy, and 
East held two. Thus, the Declarer 
also held four hearts. 

The Declarer’s next play was to 
attack the club suit—probably not 
his best play. However, winning the 
first trick with the Ace of hearts, he 
led a club to the Dummy, winning 
with the Ace. He then returned the 
Knave, and when East did not cover, 
permitted it to hold. West failed to 
follow on the second round, thus 
marking his probable distribution as 
four diamonds, four hearts, four 
spades and one club. West evidently 
did not hold a five-card suit, as other- 
wise, inasmuch as he had no honor 
holding from which to lead and did 
not make a short-suit lead, he would 
have chosen that suit for the Opening. 
The Deelarer continued with another 
lead of clubs from Dummy, complet- 
ing the finesse against East's Queen. 
He. now Jed a low diamond to Dum- 
my's Queen, and East considered the 
situation and then won with the Ace. 

He knew the Declarer had 4 club 
tricks, 2~heart tricks and possibly 3 
diamond tricks. 
there was but one chance to defeat 
the contract. South, if his aggre: 3 of 
West's hand was correct, also held a 
4-4-4-1 distribution, with a singleton 
in the spade suit. This singleton was 
probably the only missing high honor 
in that snit. East, therefore, now led 
the spade Ace, in order to dro 
South's singleton, and followed wit 
a small spade, which West won with 
the Knave, and returned

Five B and © leagues 
already have suspended, while a lot 
of others, A leagues included, are 
caught in the general depression, and 
a lot of business houses are in a whole 
lot worse shape than some of the 
weakest and sickest minor leagues.” 

“What about that big surplus the 
major leagues have stored up for a 
rainy day? It has been suggested that 
the majors turn some of that money 
over to the minors to tide them over 
the bumps?” he was asked. 

“Surplus? Surplus? Now I know 
you're talking foolish,” the old judge 
fired back. “Sometimes I don’t know 
who’s in the craziest profession—you 
or I. Goodbye.” 

Except for a few editorials by 
sports writers, who believe that the 
major leagues should come to the res- 
cue of the fast-fading minors, no con- 
certed move in such direction has been 
discovered so far.

ON BOARD ROOSEVELT 
YAWL, MYTH II, LITTLE HAR- 
BOR, N. H., July 21.—(#)—Sunday 
I finished a week as a sailor under 
the command of “Skipper” Roosevelt, 
the democratic presidential nominee. 
I regret that it is over. Rain today 
prevented *the governor from taking 
a final sail off Little Harbor with 
Barbara and Mary Cushing and Mrs. 
Betsey Cushing Roosevelt, wife of 
James, 3 

The governor is a fine skipper and 
a ship’s master without equal in my 
15 years’ experience in the navy and 
every kind of sailing craft. It was 


a very great privilege to be able to 
join Governor Roosevelt and his party 
on their cruise from Port Jefferson, 
Long Island, to Portsmouth, N. H 
When his son, James, invited me | 
lost no time in accepting. 

The Myth II is a centerboard yawl, 
marcon rigged, and a far cry from 
the heavy old schooner, Half Moon, 
in which Governor Roosevelt had 
cruised every summer for some 15 
years prior to the war. 

Right at the ontset, alongside the 
dock at Port Jefferson, he found 
himself facing one of those decisions 
a skipper always has to meet. He 
had a fresh breeze dead ahead, and 
a strong head tide through the nar- 
row harbor entrance. The last words 
of caution from the owner as he left 
the governor in charge were, “she does 
work to windward very well in a 
heavy breeze.” 

The governor would have liked to 
sail grandly away from the ~ dock, 
while the cameras clicked and the 
crowd cheered, but, he prudently ac- 
cepted a tow and we set all sail out- 
side the harbor. He had no way of 
telling how the boat would handle in 
closé quarters, or answer to the 
strange crew. 

We had a rollicking sail across the 
sound with the wind at the beam. 
Two-thirds of the way over the breeze 
had freshened so that the Myth was 
steering hard and the skipper elected 
to douge the main sail. Then it was 
that the. governor found that she han- 
dled beautifully under jib and miz- 
zen, her helm was easier and she kept 
right on traveling under the reduced 
rig. 

From the western end of New Ha- 
ven breakwater we ran down into 
Morris Cove, where we had a lee shore 
and an open sweep of three miles 
in which the strong westernly built 
up quite a sea. The governor work- 
ed in through the anchorage of the 
New Haven Yacht Club and round- 
ed up in most approved fashion. We 
let go both anchors and after drag- 
ging about a hundred feet they held 
us fast. It was a pretty fair test of 
seamanship, and if the governor had 
had any nerves, we would have heard 
from them then. 

The following day we had a fair 
breeze and the run was uneventful. 
We were amazed with the speed, the 
Myth showed off the wind. Between 
Stonington and Cuttyhunk the next 
day we had a chance to play with the 
light sails. Not content with setting 
the balloon jib we tried various sails 
we found in the locker as mizzen stay

That night, getting into Cuttyhunk. 
the governor showed us what he could 
do. By this time he had the feel of the 
“Myth II” and was enjoying sailing 
her in close quarters. By the time we 
were off Hen and Chickens we had a 
fine whole sail breeze and enough sea 
to make it interesting. Coming in 
Penekese we dropped the main and 
then the governor serenely proceeded 
to sail us through a narrow inlet into 
the salt pond at Cuttyhunk under jib 
and jigger. 

He was close hauled all the way and 
he had a head tide and a channel 
about as wide as a full-grown alley. 
The natives on the dock gaped with 
amazement, and later were good 
enough to say that it was years since 
they had seen that trick done. The 
rest of the trip was easy sailing. 

The governor shared the same mess 
with his crew and his bunk was just 
like those of the other five. Three or 
four times the gasoline stove in the 
galley gave us a seare and the yawl 
leaked water every day, but these 
things didn’t disturb the skipper.
